ONEMK today joins a campaign to high¬ 
light the danger of legal highs as figures 
show a rise in their use and the number of 
people dying from their effects. 

The number of young people being treated 
for the effects of legal highs in Milton Keynes 
is above the national average. 

The city’s drugs treatment service 
Compass says it is seeing lots of young 
people who feel they are addicted to the 
designer drugs. 

OneMK has joined forces with Compass, 
Milton Keynes Council, Thames Valley 
Police and MPs Iain Stewart and Mark 
Lancaster to launch the Not-So-Legal Highs 
campaign. 

OneMK editor Cally Jenkins said: “We 
want to raise awareness of the risks 
associated with taking legal highs, also 
called New Psycho active Substances (NPS). 

“The Not-So-Legal Highs campaign has 
our full backing and we will keep our 
readers regularly updated both in the paper 
and at onemk.co.uk” 

From April, under the Psychoactive 
Substances Act passed by Parliament in 
January, these drugs will become illegal. 

As part of the campaign, an information 
evening will be held at Milton Keynes 
College’s Silbury Campus on Thursday, 
March 17, to highlight the dangers the drugs 
pose and the help and advice that is 
available. 

Compass says it is seeing an increase in 
young people in the city who are being 
tricked by the term legal highs. 

According to its research, cannabis is the 
first drug of choice in Milton Keynes with 71 



per cent of cases - the same as the rest of the 
country. 

However, what is different here is that 
rather than alcohol, the second drug of 
choice is a former legal high, Mephedrone, 
now a class B drug. 

Legal highs - called Miaow Miaow, Spice, 
Benzo Fury, Poppers and Bubble, to name a 
few - are made up of a mixture of chemicals 
that mimic the effect of illegal drugs leading 
to addiction, hallucination and paranoia. 
They can be bought for as little as £10. 

Sellers have been avoiding Trading 
Standards legislation by warning users on 
packets that the substance ‘is not for human 
consumption’. 

A spokesman for Compass said: “NPS are 
designer drugs, they sound glamorous but 
what that actually means is they have been 
designed to get people hooked. 

“Lots of young people we see who use NPS 
tell us they feel addicted and that they ‘hate 
it but can’t stop’. These young people have 
been duped by the word ‘legal’, which they 
thought meant they were safe.” 

Detective Inspector Ian Jarvis, from 
Thames Valley Police, said: “In 2009, 12 
people were recorded to have died from NPS 
usage but in 2014/15 this had risen to 114. 

“There has been nearly one new drug a 
week over the last two years and the availa¬ 
bility and lower price seems to be the main 
reason people are using NPS over other 
drugs.”

Candlelit vigil in 


memory

A CLOSE friend of a homeless man 
found dead in CMK has organised a 
candlelit vigil and started a campaign 
in a bid to stop others dying on the 
city’s streets. 

As OneMK revealed on its front page 
last week, Tony Porter, 33, was found 
dead outside The Church of Christ The 
Cornerstone last Monday. 

Some friends released lanterns to 
remember him outside the church on 
Sunday. 

And now his friend Ricky Oates, who 
was helped by Tony when he was living 
on the streets, has set up a campaign to 
collect tents for homeless people in his 
memory 

Speaking to OneMK, he said: “As Tony 
was street homeless and sadly died on

the streets I know that he would want 
the campaign for his legacy to involve 
tents and that is why I have set up the 
campaign. 

“I have organised a candlelit vigil and 
sleep out a month from Tony’s death at 
Milton Keynes Central train station on 
Sunday, March 20, in memory of him 
and to collect tent donations. 

“I need as many tents to be donated by 
March 21 to make this happen. I am 
then going to donate all the tents to a 
homeless charity 

“It would be great to get as many 
people as possible to come and share 
their happy memories of Tony and see if 
I can get enough tents.” 

Ricky, 30, who now lives in emergency 
accommodation, is asking people to 
join a Facebook group called 
‘Tent donation for Tony’ to try and 
ascertain the numbers of tents he can 
collect. 


Rough sleeping sees increase 


A TOTAL of 29 people sleep 
rough in the city, according to 
figures given to the Department 
for Communities and Local 
Government that were released 
last week. 

The number of people sleeping 
rough in Milton Keynes was 
higher than in Liverpool (15), 


Leeds (13) and Leicester (22). 

It also represents roughly a 400 
per cent increase in the number 
of people sleeping rough in the 
city since 2010. 

The figures were released by 
the Department for 
Communities and Local 
Government but were provided 


by Milton Keynes Council and 
other local authorities and 
represent the number of people 
sleeping rough on one night last 
autumn.

Centre plans on agenda 


PLANS for the refurbishment 
of the Kingston Centre 
Shopping Park have been 
recommended for approval by 
planning officers at Milton 
Keynes Council.

YOU probably didn’t realise it, 
but you have the chance to 
shape the future of Milton 
Keynes between now and 2031.

To think the public 
consultation will conclude that 
because the original designated 
area defined as the ‘New City’ 
is full, that development should 
cease, isn’t going to happen. 

And that’s a shame. 

Instead of growing ever 
bigger, building on green belt 
sites and farmland, lets 
maintain what we have to a 
higher standard.

TWO men were stabbed in 
the head in broad daylight in 
Fishermead on Saturday. 

At about 3pm, the victims 
were approached from behind 
by an unknown man who 
stabbed them both. 

One victim was stabbed in 
the head and face and the 
other was stabbed in the head 
and hip. The attacker then ran 
away. 

An alleyway off Fishermead 
Boulevard was taped off by 


police as crime scene investi¬ 
gators analysed and collected 
evidence. 

Nearby shop Convenience 
Store & Off Licence was also 
temporarily closed following 
the incident. 

The attacker is black, with 
what is described as a small, 
round face. 

Both victims required 
hospital treatment but the 
injuries were not life-threat¬ 
ening. 

Detective Inspector Ian 
Jarvis, based at Force CID at 
Milton Keynes Police Station, 


said: “This incident took place 
in the afternoon when people 
may have been passing by and 
saw the offence itself, or the 
offender leaving the scene. 

“I would like to reassure the 
public that we are doing eve¬ 
rything we can to trace this 
offender. I believe this was an 
isolated incident and people 
should not be worried about 
going about their ordinary 
business in Fishermead. 

“I would ask anyone with 
information to call 101 or 
Crimestoppers on 0800 555 
111 to help us find this man.”

Taxi drivers in 
licences threat

TAXI drivers will license 
themselves elsewhere, out¬ 
side the city’s control, as a 
result of new council policy, 
a private hire driver has 
warned. 

As OneMK has previously 
reported, new measures to 
improve passenger safety 
were introduced in the 
Hackney Carriage and 
Private Hire Licensing Policy 
on January 1. 

But Sadiq Noyan, chairman 
of Milton Keynes Private Hire 
Independent Association, 
fears the extra costs will push 
drivers to get their taxi 
licences at cheaper rates with 
other councils and reduce 
Milton Keynes Council’s con¬ 
trol of the industry in the city. 

He said: “They’re pushing 
people out of their control. 

“The main issue for drivers 
and the council is others 
coming here from other bor¬ 
oughs and taking our jobs. 

“It is very cheap and con¬ 
venient for the drivers to 
license elsewhere.”

in the city is £600 - £68 more 
than any of the neighbouring 
councils. 

Councillor Catriona Morris, 
chairman of the council’s 
regulatory and licensing 
committee, admits local 
drivers licensing with other 
councils is a problem. 

But she stands by the new 
measures, insisting the goal 
is to provide the ‘safest taxi 
service’ for the city. 

She added: “The require¬ 
ment is that the enforcement 
pays for itself, so the more 


enforcement we do, it has to 
come out of the drivers. 

“And while we have got 
eight out of 11 city drivers 
being pulled over with major 
faults in a recent police oper¬ 
ation, we can’t stop enforce¬ 
ment.” 

The fees have yet to be 
finalised and will be dis¬ 
cussed in cabinet and regula¬ 
tory committee meetings on 
March 14 and 16 respectively. 

Cllr Morris added: “Drivers 
have the opportunity to come 
down and have their say.”

Prisoner is told ‘you 
will never be freed’

A WOODHILL prisoner has 
been told he will never be set 
free after being given a fresh 
life sentence for trying to kill 
another ‘lifer’. 

Double killer Gary Vinter, 
46, attacked fellow murderer 
Lee Newell in the exercise 
yard of the prison’s special 
segregation wing on 
November 27, 2014 in an 
attempt to speed up a transfer 
to another prison. 

Newell, who strangled a 
woman to death in 1998 and a 
child killer in prison in 2013, 
was left blinded in one eye 
and suffered a traumatic 
brain injury. 

Judge Richard Foster sen¬ 
tenced Vinter at Luton Crown 
Court last Wednesday after 
he pleaded guilty to attempt¬ 
ed murder. 

The judge told him: “You 
were prepared to sacrifice the 
life of a fellow human being 
just so you could move 
prisons. 

“You must be one of the 
most dangerous individuals 
within the prison system 
today. Your record is 


truly shocking.” 

Vinter wasn’t happy with 
the limited access to the gym 
at Woodhill and CCTV caught 
the moment he suddenly 
punched Newell in the face, 
sending him to the ground 
and then punching him 
repeatedly. 

In less than a minute, he 
delivered 12 heavy kicks to 
Newell’s head and face. 


Vinter received his first life 
sentence in 1996 for a fren¬ 
zied knife attack on work col¬ 
league Carl Edon, and killed 
his estranged wife Anne 
White in 2008. 

In July, 2011 he attacked 
killer Roy Whiting in 
Wakefield Prison, stabbing 
him in the eye. 

For that offence he received 
an indeterminate sentence.

BROADCASTER Helen Legh 
this week featured in a tele¬ 
vised report that saw her try 
to find answers about faith, 
to help her explain her 
terminal illness to her young 
daughter. 

Helen, who lives in Bletchley 
and presents BBC Three 
Counties’ Faith show, is near¬ 
ing the end of her journey 
with incurable brain cancer, 
but is still struggling to 
explain everything to five- 
year-old daughter, Matilda. 

She thought getting answers 
about faith would help her 
explain things. 

Speaking about the report, 
Helen said: “The reason I am 
making this film is so I can 
tell Matilda, when she does 
have to know that I’m going 
to die, whether there is a 
heaven or not. 

“I don’t want to lie to her. So 
I am going to explore 
Christianity. 

“I also want there to be 
something for Tilda to have 
when I’m gone, that she can 
watch and think ‘that was my 


mum’ and be really proud of 
me.” 

Helen also wanted to work 
out the right way to talk to 
Matilda about her future and 
visited Willen Hospice and 
put some difficult questions 
to Kim Purkiss - its young 
people’s support worker. 

While there, Kim showed 
Helen how to make a memory 
box for Matilda and advised 
her to put things in that were 
personal to them, like 
photos, cards and letters - 
very personal things are 


important so the person has 
a reminder forever. 

Speaking at the end of the 
report, Helen said: “The 
journey has helped me to see 
that you don’t have to do 
anything major - no grand 
gestures or anything. 

“The most important thing 
in life is to do things with my 
family, and to just be happy. 

“Going to the park or 
wherever and taking the joy 
from these moments is 
everything I kind of needed 
to know.”

A SEX assault victim showed 
‘tremendous courage and 
bravery’ following a ‘preda¬ 
tory attack’ in her own home. 

Her attacker, Harish Vaja, 
59, of Dyers Mews, Neath Hill, 
pictured, was sentenced to 20 
months in prison at 
Amersham Crown Court on 
Friday, February 19. 

He pleaded guilty to one 
count of sexual assault. 

Vaja was also ordered to sign

Teacher is jailed for 
grooming teenager

A DRAMA teacher has been 
jailed for grooming a former 
pupil between 1995 and 
1996. 

Andrew Wilson was 
arrested in December, 2014 
while he was working at 
Oakgrove School in 
Middleton. 

The arrest was in relation to 
the grooming and sexual 
abuse of a former pupil at a 
school in Bacup, Lancashire. 

Wilson, 48, of Church Hill, 
Hollowell, Northampton, was 
sentenced at Burnley Crown 
Court on Tuesday, February 
23 to 20 months in jail. 

His name is to be placed on 
the sex offenders’ register for 
10 years. 

He pleaded guilty to five 
counts of indecent assault. 
The offences took place 
between 1995 and 1996 while 
the victim was aged between 
14 and 15 years of age. 

He carried out the offences 
when he was a drama teacher 
at Fearns High School in 
Bacup. 

Following his sentencing,

headteacher of Oakgrove 
School, Ian Tett, told OneMK 
a message has been sent to 
parents, who can contact 
the school if they are 
concerned. 

The statement, shared by a 
parent, said: “Mr Wilson has 
not worked in this school 
since December, 2014 and no 


incidents or allegations have 
ever been made during his 
employment at Oakgrove. 

“We invite pupils or parents 
to contact the school if they 
have any concerns.” 

Detective Constable Mick 
Smith, from the East Public 
Protection Unit at Lancashire 
Police, said: “Wilson abused 
his position of trust as 
a teacher and groomed his 
victim before taking 
advantage of her while she 
was a pupil at the school. 

“Up until his arrest in 
December 2014 he taught at 
various schools in the 
Northampton area. 

“The victim has shown 
enormous courage in coming 
forward and reporting these 
offences to us and I hope 
today’s result brings her some 
form of closure and enables 
her to move forward with her 
life. 

“I also hope the outcome of 
this case will encourage other 
victims to come forward and 
report crimes to the police 
safe in the knowledge that we 
are determined to bring those 
who commit sexual offences 
to justice, regardless of when 
they took place.”

It is 
also trying to raise awareness 
and encourage more research 
into the condition. 

Linda Barnes, operations 
manager, said: “Raising 
awareness of dementia also 
helps to attract talented 
researchers, which will hope¬ 
fully mean that one day we 
will have a cure. 

“If people are more aware of 
the symptoms, they can seek 
out a diagnosis sooner, which 
would allow them to get the 
support they need to remain 
independent for longer. 

“Initiatives such as 
Dementia Friends play an 
important role in helping us 
break down the stigma and 
increase understanding of 
what it might be like to live 
with dementia.”

Teen seeing clearer after treatment 


A CITY optician concerned about 
the progression of short¬ 
sightedness in her family has got 
her daughter to sleep off her 
myopia each night with a novel 
treatment. 

Hannah Ranger, aged 14, was 
finding that her short-sightedness 
was starting to get worse and mum 
Claire Ranger, of Hammond & 
Dummer in Midsummer 
Boulevard, decided to take action. 

She said: “Several international 
studies about the rising incidence of 
myopia in children show how 
Ortho-k can help. This is a method 
of wearing reverse geometry contact 
lenses at night, which gently flatten 


the cornea by less than a hair’s 
width to correct vision.

The tailor-made Ortho-k lenses 
are made in a specialist laboratory 
in Hastings from topographical 
images that Claire took of the 
shape of Hannah’s cornea. 

Hannah added: “It takes me just a 
couple of minutes at night to put 
the lenses in and then I take them 
out in the morning, leaving them at 
home -1 don’t have to think about 
glasses or contact lenses all day.” 

The University of Ulster’s April 
2015 study shows that 23 per cent 
of British 12 and 13-year-olds are 
myopic compared with 10 per cent 
50 years ago.

TRIPLE 9 possesses an intriguing concept and 
several smart set-pieces, but somehow never 
manages to quite match these parts up in this 
mediocre police thriller. 

Director John Hillcoat has an impressive cast at 
his disposal, including Casey Affleck, Chiwetel 
Ejiofor, Woody Harrelson, Anthony Mackie and 
Aaron Paul and an interesting turn from Kate 
Winslet as a Russian mobster. 

Set in Atlanta, Georgia, the film starts impres¬ 
sively enough with an action-packed bank 
robbery that almost inevitably goes wrong. 


And pressured into one last job, the robbers' 
idea of using a 'triple nine' - cop code for an offic¬ 
er down - to disguise their final heist is ingenious. 

But rather than igniting from this point forward, 
the plot somehow becomes overcrowded and the 
complex web of betrayal, corruption and intrigue 
never properly comes to fruition. 

Too many characters are introduced with 
agendas that are never fully developed, so the 
emotional trauma that should accompany the kill¬ 
ing of a fellow officer fails to translate to viewers. 
The pace of the movie then gets lost in a bloated 
middle and Triple 9 never manages to recapture 
this momentum and live up to its potential.

FANCY a room with a view of a 
literary landmark, where the 
original lovelorn Juliet looked 
out from her balcony? 

This year marks the 400th 
anniversary of Shakespeare’s 
death with work on a new 
apartment block kicking off on 
the site of the Curtain theatre, 
where Shakespeare’s Romeo and 
Juliet was first performed. 

The theatre opened in 1577 and 
was where Ben Jonson’s Every 
Man in His Humour was 
performed in 1598, with the great 
playwright himself in the cast. 
The curtain finally fell in 1622 
and it ended up buried beneath a

Here, too, the A4 Avant 
doesn’t disappoint, with leading 
trade guide CAP Monitor predicting 
that the majority of versions will 
achieve residual values that are 
either strongest in the premium 
compact estate class or unbeaten in 
the class. 

As an example the A4 Avant 2.0 TDI 
ultra Sport 190PS - the expected 
best-seller in the range - is predicted 
to retain 40 per cent of its value after 
three years or 60,000 miles, ahead 
of its key premium sector rivals. 

The all-new A4 Avant intelligently 
integrates a class-leading 505 litres 
of luggage capacity - extending 
to 1,510 litres with the seats 
folded - into a capacious interior 
that now affords even more head 
and shoulder room for front seat 
occupants and offers an increase in 
overall rear leg room compared to 



its predecessor. 

All this can be enjoyed in remarkably 
hushed tones thanks to numerous 
aerodynamic and aeroacoustic 
advances, and in surroundings 
that exude a degree of quality and 
technological sophistication that 
far exceeds even the outgoing car, 
which was renowned in its own right 
for its outstanding fit and finish. 
Among the technological highlights 
are the optional Audi virtual cockpit 
with its fully digital, absolutely 
flicker-free display, and optional 
Matrix LED headlamps capable of 
establishing and tracking multiple 
road users and illuminating the 
appropriate corridors of lights either 
side of them to maintain maximum 
visibility without dazzling other 
drivers.

These can be added to the three 
‘core’ specification levels SE, Sport 
and S line, each of which offers 
either Xenon or LED headlamps 
with LED daytime running lights, 
along with features including 
three-zone climate control, cruise 
control, rear parking sensors and 
the Audi smartphone interface, 
which supports Apple CarPlay and 
Android Auto platforms and displays 
smartphone contact and information 
such as navigation mapping on the 


A4’s seven-inch colour MMI screen. 
There are also plenty of premium 
features that greatly enhance 
everyday use, particularly in the 
Avant which offers powered tailgate 
operation and an electrically 
operated luggage cover as standard. 
Helped by outstanding drag 
coefficients of as little as 0.26 
and a weight advantage of as 
much as 120kg compared with its 
predecessor, the all-new A4 Avant is 
appreciably more refined and up to 
21 per cent more fuel efficient than 
its predecessor. 

The Avant engine line-up will initially 
include a wide choice of 2.0 litre and 
3.0-litre TDI engines with outputs 
starting from 150PS and rising to 
272PS. The refined and responsive 
1.4-litre TFSI petrol engine at the 
entry point to the A4 Saloon range 
will also become available to Avant 
customers slightly behind the first 
phase in April 2016. 

As in the Saloon, two versions of 
the 2.0-litre TDI engine with 150PS 
and 190PS power a total of 12 front- 
wheel-driven ‘ultra’ variants offering 
up to 70.6mpg with C02 output of 
as little as 104g/km - their frugality 
can be enjoyed in conjunction with 
both SE and Sport specification 
incorporating 17-inch alloy wheel 
designs. 

The V6 TDI contingent starts with 
the 218PS version which played 
such a key role in securing What 
Car? Magazine’s Car of the Year 
Award for the saloon - here it 
returns up to 64.2mpg with a 114g/ 
km C02 output when combined 
with Sport specification and 
front-wheel-drive.

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MINI Clubman 

CLUB CLASS 

The Clubman was launched in 2007 as the first truly 
practical MINI but came with one key drawback: 
you couldn’t have two rear passenger doors. This 
second generation model not only corrects that 
oversight but is also smarter, better equipped, 
higher-tech and more efficient. But it joins a 
range that, in the Hatch 5-Door and Countryman 
models, already boasts similar design of this type. 
Can it stand out? 

MINIs have always been known for handling 
excellence and this MK2 model Clubman should 
be no exception. Based on the same ‘UKL’ 
platform as the BMW 2-Series Active Tourer and 
measuring the same distance between the wheels, 
it offers sophisticated suspension with what is 
promised to be the highest level of ride refinement 
ever for a MINI. 

There’s a familiar range of engines under the 
bonnet. The usual three cylinder 1.5 litre 136PS 
petrol unit features in the standard Cooper 
alongside a 2.0 litre 192PS four cylinder petrol 
engine for the pokier Cooper S. The Cooper D 
diesel gets a 2.0-litre unit with 150PS and all 
engines are turbocharged and offer 0-62mph in 
considerably less than 10 seconds. The quickest 
option will be the Cooper S 0-62mph possible in 
as little as 7.1 seconds. Even the Cooper D can 
still manage 8.5 seconds to 62, while offering 
predictably cheaper running costs. 

Standard with all three engines is a six-speed 
manual gearbox - with automatic transmission an 
option on all. The smallest three cylinder motor can 
be optioned with a ‘Steptronic’ auto that offers six 
ratios, while the 2.0 litre units both get the option 
of an eight-speed auto ‘box that includes steering 
wheel-mounted paddles. There’s no performance 
reduction if you do decide on the auto option. In 
fact, the eight-speed units actually reduce the 
0-62mph times. 


There’s no disputing that from the outside, the 
Clubman still looks like a MINI, even though it’s 
actually longer than the Countryman Crossover 
model. If anything, the Clubman’s increased length 
and width helps stretch this intriguing take on MINI 
design language, making it to some eyes even 
more attractive than the basic Hatch versions. The 
key change that owners of the previous generation 
models will notice is the availability at last of two 
rear passenger doors, both fitted with frameless 
windows for a coupe (or old school Subaru) feel. 
The unique Minivan-style split rear doors for the 
loadbay remain though. What has changed here 
is the option buyers now have of opening them at 
the push of a button on the key fob or by waggling 
a foot under the rear bumper. The rear lights have 
been twisted 90 degrees and are now mounted on 
the rear doors, helping make the Clubman appear 
broader. The same effect is achieved by the wide¬ 
spaced twin exhausts on the Cooper S. 

The designers have done their damnedest to 
make this second generation Clubman a distinct 
and desirable model in its own right. The result is 
characterful but distinctly MINI - just as potential 
buyers will want. 

If you need a practical car from this brand and 
find the Hatch 5-Door model too small and the 
Countryman Crossover too quirky, then the 
Clubman may be for you a perfect fit. It certainly 
makes its BMW 2 Series Active Tourer donor car 
look a little bland. True, the 2.0-litre engines further 
up the range aren’t quite as efficient as those you’ll 
find in rivals but MINI is close enough to the pace 
in this regard for that not to matter very much. 

It all means that if you want something compact 
but practical and a bit different, then this Clubman 
will probably suit. Either way, potential owners 
have to be people unafraid to fly in the face of 
convention. If that’s you, then a bigger MINI 
adventure beckons.

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Clean sweep for Lightning 
over bitter rivals Phantoms 



Phantoms beaten: MK Lightning chalked up another win

MK LIGHTNING completed a clean 
sweep over arch rivals Peterborough 
Phantoms with their sixth win in six 
league clashes - but it was a close run 
thing. 

Pete Russell’s men finally saw off 
Phantoms 2-1 in front of a near capacity 
crowd at MK Arena with a Jordan 
Cownie powerplay goal one minute 
into overtime. It sealed a victory which 
probably ended anyhopes Peterborough 
had of clinching the English Premier 
League title. 

The encounter was Lightning’s only 
engagement of the weekend as other 
teams made up games in hand on them.

Saturday’s win was the first time 
Lightning had won all series games 
with Phantoms following the formation 
of both clubs in 2002.

GREG Rutherford has been called 
up to the 23-man squad that will be 
contesting the World Indoor 
Championships later this month. 

The Woburn Sands jumper already 
holds the Olympic, Commonwealth, 
World and European titles - one of 
just five British athletes to have ever 
completed that feat in their sport. 

Rutherford has been struggling 
with a chest infection over recent 
weeks and had to pull out of the 
Glasgow Grand Prix last month 
because of a small muscle tear. 

But he has been declared fit for the 
championships in Portland, 
America, and he will be keen to win 
the first major indoor long jump 
title of his career, with all of his 
others coming in outdoor events. 

Rutherford will have two-and-a 
-half weeks to get over the recent 
problems before the 
championships. 

The likes of Mo Farah and Jessica 
Ennis-Hill aren’t in the squad but 
there is a good squad travelling to 
the US for the championships, 
including fellow long jumper Dan 
Bramble, high jumper Robbie 
Grabarz and 60m runner Dina 


Asher-Smith. 

Rutherford tweeted: “The aim is 
still the World Indoors. It took two 
jumps to break the British indoor 
record in January and I’m aiming 
for all six jumps in Portland.” 

Performance director for British 
Athletics, Neil Black, told the Team 


GB website: “This is a team that has 
been selected on the basis that 
every athlete can realistically make 
their final, but also with an eye on 
their individual development 
looking towards the Olympics this 
year and the London 2017 World 
Championships.

MK DONS head of coaching Richie 
Barker admits the players are 
‘learning the hard way’ about the 
price of mistakes in the 
Championship. 

An injury time free kick from Jordi 
Gomez condemned Dons to a 3-2 
defeat at Blackburn Rovers on 
Saturday afternoon. 


The loss leaves Karl Robinson’s side 
just three points clear of the relega¬ 
tion zone, and Barker believes the 
battle to beat the drop will go down 
to the wire. 

He said: “It was a spectacular goal 
which won it for Blackburn, but the 
other two were disappointing. 

“Last season, we would probably 
have got away with some of these 
mistakes and still won the game. 

“We have got a lot of players who 


have never played at this level, and 
it’s a hell of a steep learning curve. 

“It’s not the same thing happening 
every week - they’re not always tech¬ 
nical or tactical mistakes. 

“But unfortunately, concentration 
levels or that little bit of luck are 
resulting in goals which are costing 
us in tight games.” 

“We need to stop coming away 
from matches and saying ‘this 
wouldn’t have happened last year’.” 


Gomez’s winner is the latest late 
goal which has cost Dons points in 
recent weeks. 

Dons host QPR on Saturday, before 
travelling to relegation rivals 
Charlton for a crunch encounter on 
Tuesday night. 

Despite the defeat at Ewood Park, 
Barker hopes the positives from the 
performance carry forward to the 
weekend clash at stadiummk. 

He added: “QPR have got players all 


over the pitch who can change a 
game in an instant. 

“We’ve got to make sure we con¬ 
centrate throughout the 90 minutes, 
and ensure that those players that 
can create something out of nothing 
are kept quiet. 

“The football we played at 
Blackburn needs to continue 
because I thought in terms of pass¬ 
ing, it’s as good as we’ve been for a 
while.”
